placed at the disposal of the press 
for publication:

June 27, last, the secretary of state 
for the home department stated that 
attention had been drawn to an al- 
leged telegram relating to the Jut- 
land battle which appeared in cer- 
tain American newspapers as having 
been sent from London by the -cor- 
respondent of the International News 
Service. 
No such message was in- 


cluded in any telegrams sent from 
this country. 
".The home secretary referred on 


the same occasion to previous cases 
in which messages which purported 
to be from the London correspond- 
ent of the International News Service 
bore no likeness to the cablegrams 
actually despatched. 
"On the first occasion referred to 


the manager of the 
International 


News Service in 
New York 
gave 


categorical assurance that such 
an 


incident should not happen 
again. 


On the second occasion he made like 
promises, stating that 
orders 
had 


been given- that extraneous 
state- 


ments should not be inserted in ca- 
ble despatches.

for all American wage earners. The 
comjnittee which consist of E. W. 
Rice, president of the General Elec- 
tric Co., H. G. Bradlee, a Boston 
banker, and Ja'nes 
D. Mortimer, 


president of,, a New York bank, has 
undertaken to cover 
the 
same 


ground as that studied by the feder- 
al industrial relations 
commission 


and to 
investigate 
the 
economic 


status of the wage earner and his 
relations with the employer.- 
The 
report submitted today was confined 
to- insurance for wage earners. One 
of the conclusions reached by 
the 


.committee- that the compulsory- so^ 
e'al insurance system of Germany is 
the only one that provides reason- 
ably adequate 
protection 
for 
all 
workers.'' 
"Voluntary 
insurance 


systems have failed to carry life in- 
surance protection generally into the 
lower wage levels where it is most 
needed," said 
the report. 
"In the 


absence of compulsory regulations, 
the American workman will go with- 
out life insurance protection." 
State insurance, the committee de- 


clares, has not been a "conspicuous 
success," and labor unions, as now 
organized, "do not and cannot be 
expected to provide the 
insurance 


needed by wage earners and th£ir 
families," Regarding the public pen- 
sion system, the report 
says that 


"the failure to make adequate pro- 
visions for the 
accruing liabilities 


vnder these pension plans has been 
the universal shortcoming of such 
administration." 


"Greatest progress has been mada 


in procuring social insurance 
for 


electrical railway employees, 
the 


report states, though mutual benefit 
association supported and managed 
jointly by employers and employes. 
After declaring that compulsory in- 
surance for American workers is a 
"necessary and 
probable 
develop- 


ment of the near future, the report 
says: 
"The imperative need 
of 
every 


wage earner for such forms of so- 
cial insurance as compensation in- 
dustrial accidents, 
life 
insurance, 


health insurance and old age pen- 
sions is now generally conceded. The 
question arises as to the agency best 
suited to provide 
this 
protection. 


Whatever system of compulsory in- 
surance is provided in this country 
will recognize tiic employes mutual 
benefit association and most of it 
will be manage-:! by joint boards of 
employes and employers in the sev- 
eral 
industries under 
regulations 


made and enforced by law."

RENEW STRUMA ATTACK 


R u m a n i a n Reverses In 


Transylvania Continue 
and Troops Are Forced 
Back Almost to Frontier 
—Austria Claims Rus 
sians In G-alicia Have

London, Oct. 11.—British troops 


are now within two miles of Seres, 
one of the most important towns in 
the strip of Greek Macedonia, occu- 
pied by the Bulgarians shortly be- 
fore Rumania entered the war. The 
capture of two more towns east of 
the Struma river also is announced 
in an official British statement from 
Saloniki. 


The sustained character of the of- 


fensive on the part of British troops 
which forced a passage of the Stru- 
ma indicates that after several mo- 
mentary efforts, serious 
operations 


have been undertaken on the Mace- 
donian front. Not only in the Stru- 
ma region but in the territory south 
and southeast of Monastir where the 
Serbians have been making import- 
ant progress recently, heavy fighting 
is under way.

It is probable these operations are 


being undertaken - "partly to .relieve; 
the pressure on the- Rumanians, wflti.

ment hopes to get along until then 
with the funds on hand and the help 
of short term treasury notes.

principal reasons 


for the high cost of living. 


'•There was a reason for the exo- 


dus of the farmers from the farm," 
he said. 
"The city offered 
better 


wages, living conditions 
were bet- 


ter; there was more excitement and 
not only the farmers began to leave 
the farm but their sons-in-law and 
laborers moved to the city to see the 
electric lights. 
"This left the old men at home 


alone, where before there had been 
four men on the farm," he said. ' The 
country is rapidly turning from an 
agricultural to a manufacturing na- 
tion." 


Mr. Metz said that 
there were 


fewer people on the farms now than 
40 years ago and that with the great 
conflict of nations now on, it be- 
hooved the American nation to live 
differently than they are. 


"We are living a very fast life in 


a very fast age," he said. "The lack 
of economy in our homes is another 
great fault. 
Our wives no 
longer 


"bake bread, pies and 
cakes as of 


yore, but buy from the groceries and 
depend too much on canned goods. 


How many back yards 
could be 


cultivated, and put into good use, 
that are now growing weeds or are 
catch grounds for old cans arid rub- 
bish," he continued 
"How much 


irore healthful and profitable 
the 


hoe and rake would be for many 
women than the crochet hook or the 
gavel at the club. 


Mr. Metz predicted that after the 


European war was over immigrants 
educated in the work of farming. 
would pour into the United Scares 
and monopolize the agricultural bus- 
iness.

other 


necessities of life," he concluded. 


Following the ringing address of

The offer of John S. Jones, the 


Oranviile, Ohio, coal operator, 
of 


450.000 cash for the properties and 
securities of the Buckeye Coal and 
Railway company and the Ohio Land 
and Railway company, and the con- 
tract entered into by the Chesapeake 
and Ohio and the Hocking Valley 
Railway companies for the sale to 
Jones of these properties, have been 
approved by the United States Cir- 
cuit Judgps Warrington. Knappen 
and Denison upoa the condition that 
the Central Trust companv of New 
York, as trustee of the 
mortgage 


given by the Ohio Land and Railwav 
company, dismisses 
the 
appeal it 


now has pending 
in 
the 
United 


States Circuit Court of Appeals. 


That this appeal 
will be with- 


drawn and dismissed by the trust 
company is accepted by all parties 
concerned as a matter of course, in 
view of the fact that 
the 
Central 


Trust company has agreed to dismiss 
its appeal in the event the court ap- 
proved the contract entered into by 
the railway companies with Jones. 
The appeal was taken from the de- 
cree of Judges Warrington, Knappen 
pnd Denison ordering these proper- 
ties and securities sold.

ceases its work and will give pen- 
sions of twenty-two hundred crowns 
monthly to another 
10,000. This 


will leave 10.000 unprovided for. 
Outside of these numbers the Aus- 
trian authorities are already paying 
pensions to many and the commis- 
sion has granted supplementary re- 
lief where the pensions were insuf- 
ficient. 


Only thirty carloads of the food 


distributed came directly from the 
United States, all the 
rest 
being 


bought in Rumania. 
The ten car- 


loads of clothing were of American 
origin. 
A welcome gift wa's recent- 


ly received by the American govern- 
ment from the Swiss

which bought 22 carloads of maize 
and presented them to Dr. Stuart.

The situation, however, is not as 


serious as it has been. 
Dr. Stuart 


stated today that Ihe Red Cross had 
been able to tide the needy Serbians 
over the bad time while the crops 
were growing and that nobody was 
starving -now. 
On the contrary he 


said, that food was rather plentiful 
in Serbia, although clothing was still 
much needed and this want he hoped 
would be supplied from the "United 
States. 
The director paid a tribute 


to the Austrian authorities who. he 
said.'had been very obliging in. sup- 
plying labor he needed and trans- 
porting and grinding grain, all with- 
out charge. 
The commission will 


return to the United States early in 
December.
